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NOROVIRUS HITS HOSPITAL

VISITORS are being 
asked to keep away 
from the Dorset County 
Hospital after it was 
forced to close two 
wards because of an 
outbreak of Norovirus, 
the winter the vomiting 
and diarrhoea bug. 

Unless the infection 
can be isolated by in¬ 
creasing hygiene secu¬ 
rity it could spread to 
other areas of the hos¬ 
pital. 

The virus is not asso¬ 
ciated with hospitals 
and is generally intro¬ 
duced to wards either 
by an infected patient, 
or visitor. The outbreak 
is currently affecting an 


acute surgical ward, a 
ward for older people 
and surgical ward. The 
Barnes and Hinton 
wards have been named 
as being affected by the 
hospital. Staff are 
aware they should not 
to come to work if they 
fear they have any of 
the symptoms. 

Seventeen patients 
were confirmed to have 
been affected by the ill¬ 
ness on Monday, but 
numbers can rise rap¬ 
idly. 

The affected areas 
will have to undergo 
deep cleaning before 
they can be re-opened. 

Director of Nursing 


and Infection Preven¬ 
tion and Control, Ali¬ 
son Tong, said: “We 
would ask anyone with 
symptoms of vomiting 
or diarrhoea to stay 
away from the hospital 
until they have been 
symptom free for 48 
hours. 

“Visitors with symp¬ 
toms should not visit 
friends or relatives on 
wards or accompany 
them to outpatient ap¬ 
pointments. 

“Any patients with 
symptoms due to come 
in for an appointment 
should call the number 
on their letter to inform 
the appointments team 


and rearrange their ap¬ 
pointment. 

“Hand hygiene is ex¬ 
tremely important and 
we are asking anyone 
coming into the hospi¬ 
tal to wash their hands 
thoroughly home and at 
the hand hygiene sta¬ 
tions before entering 
wards and depart¬ 
ments.” 

Norovirus is not gen¬ 
erally a serious condi¬ 
tion for those in good 
health, although un¬ 
pleasant, but can more 


serious for those whose 
immune systems may 
be less healthy than 
normal. 

Visitors who have had 
symptoms and are un¬ 
sure whether they 
should come into the 
hospital for an appoint¬ 
ment, or to see a friend 
or relative, are asked to 
call the ward or depart¬ 
ment they are due to 
visit. Alternatively th- 
eycan call the Patient 
Advice service on 0800 
783 8058. 


Anti-fracking campaign

the Stones, all the area 
around Hardy's Monu¬ 
ment, Martins town, up 
to Winterbourne Abbas. 

“The adjoining li¬ 
cence runs through 
Crossways, Broad- 
mayne and Ower- 
moigne, through 

Stinsford and Fording- 
ton towards, but not 
quite reaching, Puddle- 
town, Athelhampton 
and Tolpuddle. 

“Whilst some of this 
area may be better for

JUST a couple of days 
remain for Dorset res¬ 
idents to have their 
say on the police 
share of the council 
tax from next April. 

A public consulta¬ 
tion, organised by 
Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
(PCC), Marytn Under¬ 
hill, closes on Satur¬ 
day lunchtime, 
January 31st. 

The PCC has a statu¬ 
tory obligation to set 
the police budget and 
is looking at freezing 
the precept for 2015- 
16. Despite financial 
challenges ahead, 


Dorset police is on 
track to achieving the 
savings required by 
2015. 

Mr Underhill said: "I 
have sought to bal¬ 
ance the needs of our 
police service with the 
demands on families 
across Dorset. 

"I am proposing to 
freeze the precept for 
the next financial year, 
however it is impor¬ 
tant that I collect peo¬ 
ple's views in a public 
consultation which I 
will then feed back to 
the police and crime 
panel so I can make a 
considered decision."

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Huge online protests about proposed Charles Street development 


MORE than 3,500 peo¬ 
ple have now signed the 
online petition calling for 
a throughout archaeolog¬ 
ical investigation in 
Charles Street before any 
further development 
goes ahead. 

Homes, shops and an 
underground car park are 
planned for the area 
which is owned by West 
Dorset District Council. 

Previous works nearby 
have uncovered impor¬ 
tant Roman remains, in¬ 
cluding a bath house, 
building remains and a 
Roman dovecote. Part of 
the site once had a Ne¬ 
olithic henge-like monu¬ 


ment on it made from 
wooden piles. 

Campaigners fear the 
district council, con¬ 
trolled by the Conserva¬ 
tives, will allow the site 
to be bulldozed without 
the chance to properly 
explore its history. 

The group, DORCH, 
(Defend Our Rich Cul¬ 
tural Heritage), say that a 
council-commissioned 
report suggests that a 
minimal archaeological 
excavation be carried 
out, arguing that much of 
the site has been dis¬ 
turbed by previous de¬ 
velopments and is 
unlikely to contain much 
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of historical value. 

But the protestors have 
now won the support of 
English Heritage which 
claims that, unless there 
is a full excavation, the 
plan for an underground 
car park should be aban¬ 
doned. 

In their objection Eng¬ 
lish Heritage says: “We 
reluctantly agreed to the 
town centre redevelop¬ 
ment on the basis that 
the archaeology would 
be fully excavated and 
recorded prior to being 
destroyed to make way 
for new, underground, 
car parking. 

“We understand that 
the developer (Simons) 
considers a full excava¬ 
tion to be too expensive 
and wants to revise the 
scheme to limit archaeo¬ 
logical investigation and 
recording... 


“If the developer is un¬ 
able to commit to full 
excavation, we suggest 
their car parking propos¬ 
als are revised to omit 
the underground ele¬ 
ment.” 

The online petition 


says: ‘Plainly, the coun¬ 
cil are determined to see 
the project through at 
any cost. So far this has 
included several millions 
of pounds of ratepayers’ 
money - now it seems as 
if it will also be at the 


cost of our town’s her¬ 
itage, and the future op¬ 
portunity for generations 
of residents, visitors, stu¬ 
dents and historians to 
enjoy, study and under¬ 
stand a vital part of 
Dorchester’s history...”

Green party now bigger

THE GREEN party in 
west and south Dorset is 
reporting a huge increase 
in membership.

tion to press ahead with 
fracking in the face of 
opposition is wrong. 

“Fracking does not fit 
with our objective to 
tackle climate change. 

“Dorset is dependent 
on the beauty of its 
landscape and the in¬ 
tegrity of its water. 

“Over 20,000 people 
in Dorset are depend¬ 
ent for their income on 
tourism and it produces 
12% of our wealth; our 
farmers and agriculture 
depend on clean, safe 


water supplies, our 
landscape is known for 
its clear winter bournes 
and streams running 
from chalk uplands of 
Hardy country with the 
unique brackish wet¬ 
land lagoon of the Fleet 
and Chesil beach.” 

The petition claims 
that the system of regu¬ 
lation is week and 
claims: ‘There is a real 
risk that spills, leaks 
and water contamina¬ 
tion will occur, air will 
be polluted, enormous 


quantities of waste 
water will need to be 
hauled, leading to 
heavy traffic move¬ 
ments for which our 
lanes are not suited - 
all of which would be 
catastrophic for this 
county.’ 

Germany and Bul¬ 
garia have banned high 
volume hydraulic frac¬ 
turing; France and the 
Netherlands have an¬ 
nounced a moratorium 
as has the province of 
Quebec in Canada. 


Dorchester town coun¬ 
cillor, David Taylor, has 
claimed that the site is 
one of the most impor¬ 
tant historical sites in the 
whole of Dorset. 

“I am dismayed that 
once again there seems 
to have been short cuts 
taken on this site which 
is of national importance 
and interest.” 

Graeme Cosgrove, 
group director of devel¬ 
opment for Simons said: 
“We understand the sen¬ 
sitivities of the archaeo¬ 
logical issues and are 


talking to WDDC and 
other stakeholders as part 
of our planning applica¬ 
tion to reach a mutually 
acceptable way for¬ 
ward.” 

A discussion is ex¬ 
pected to be held at the 
district council executive 
meeting on February 
10th with a recommen¬ 
dation made to the full 
council meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 24th.

Childcare services severely 
stretched and in the red 


MORE children coming into care in Dorset has 
pushed this year’s budget £1.5million into the red. 

The budget problem is expected to get worse in 
the next financial year with a projected overspend 
of £2.4million. 

Dorset County Council’s children’s services de¬ 
partment has seen the number of children taken 
into the care of the local authority rise from 276 in 
2010 to 347 in 2014. 

Services are said to be stretched beyond the limit 
in many areas with social services staff sickness 


levels increasing as many struggle to keep up with 
the workload, putting in hours each week of un¬ 
paid overtime. 

The transport budget for the service is overspent 
by more than £425,000 although much of this is 
said to be due to the complexity of cases, rather 
than the rise in numbers being looked after. 

An action plan was drawn up last year although 
head of family support Vanessa Glenn, says it a re¬ 
port to councillors that there are still areas that 
need investigating and action plans developed.

Three valuable bikes stolen 

THREE valuable road bicycles have been stolen 
from a garage at Stratton, with thieves ignor¬ 
ing ten other machines. 

Tim Simmons says the replacement value of 
the bikes is around £7,500. Two are carbon 
fibre Scott road bikes with a third machine 
being built for a Alpine challenge later this 
year. 

The garage was accessed by thieves breaking 
down a rear door while the family were out at 
work on Tuesday January 13th between 
9.00am and 3.00pm. 

Other bikes were also stolen from the village 
at around the same time and a Carrera bike 
stolen from a property in Maiden Newton on 
Wednesday night.

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after a car 
chase which started in Dorchester and ended 
with a stolen car being abandoned near 
Hardy's Monument.

Keeping the Holocaust memory alive 



THE ANNUAL Holocaust Memorial Day event, or¬ 
ganised by the South West Dorset Multicultural Net¬ 
work, is taking place on Friday, January 30th in 
Dorchester. 

It will be attended by the Lord-Lieutenant of 
Dorset, Angus Campbell; the chairman of Dorset 
County Council, John Wilson and the mayor of 
Dorchester, Councillor Peter Mann. 

The event is the tenth to be organised by the net¬ 
work and is being held to keep the memory of the 
persecution of Jews, and others, alive. 

The free event, which is open from 12.30pm to 
1.30pm will be attended by local councillors, net¬ 
work members, local schools and other organisa¬ 
tions. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, who will be speaking at the event, picked out 
this quotation by Edmund Burke: “The only thing 
necessary for the triumph of evil is for good men to 
do nothing,” and wrote: “This saying haunts me 
whenever I think of the Holocaust, and how good de¬ 
cent people stood by and allowed absolute horror. 

“My father was in the 8th Army, and served 
throughout the war, including the invasion of Ger¬ 
many. 

“His tank was the first to enter Belsen on the 
Luneberg Heath. 

“He only talked about the horror to me once, and 

he cried as 
he recalled 
that by 
feeding the 
poor souls, 
he actually 
killed 
some by 
over feed¬ 
ing them. 

“It took 
days be¬ 


fore the sol¬ 
diers realised 
they needed a 
structured ap¬ 
proach to 
feeding the 
starving. 

“Let us 

never forget 
this evil.” 

The event 
includes art 
and readings 
from local 
schools, and 
some short 
talks and 
music. 

The theme 
for HMD 

2015 ‘Keep 
the Memory 
Alive’ marks the 70th anniversary of the liberation 
of Auschwitz-Birkenau and provides an opportunity 
to listen to and consider some of the experiences of 
those who experienced the Holocaust and subsequent 
genocides. 

The event will feature local resident Harry 
Grenville speaking of his experience of coming to 
Britain as part of the Kindertransport and about how 
the town in Germany that he had to leave, without 
his parents, as a young boy, has created a powerful 
memorial to him and the family and friends that he 
left behind. 

Students from Thomas Hardye school will reflect 
on the impact of the genocide in Rwanda and in 
Bosnia: 2015 will also be the 20th anniversary of the 
genocide in Srebrenica. 

Thomas Hardye school is currently one of only 20 
‘beacon’ schools in the UK. It was chosen last year 


by the University of London’s Institute of Education 
(IOE) to develop sensitive and innovative ways to 
help young people explore the traumatic history of 
genocide. 

Sunninghill school will also be contributing art and 
readings. 

The event will conclude with lighting of candles 
and a minute’s silence. 

Anne Marie Vincent, chairman of the network, 
said: “We are looking forward to coming together to 
remember victims of the Holocaust and those whose 
lives have been affected by exclusion and hatred in 
subsequent genocides”. 

“We would also like to extend our thanks to Dorch¬ 


ester Town Council who have kindly sponsored this 
event. 

The Corn Exchange will be open from midday to 
allow time to view exhibits before the event com¬ 
mences at 12.30. 

The South West Dorset Multicultural Network will 
be putting exhibitions up about the Holocaust in 
Dorchester library, Bridport library and Weymouth 
library from Monday 26th January to Monday the 
2nd February. 

Weymouth & Portland Borough Council held its 
Holocaust Memorial ceremony hosted by the mayor, 
Cllr Kate Wheller at Radipole Park Gardens on Tues¬ 
day 27th January at 10.30am.

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Design selected for 
old bowling green 


GARDEN design students from Kingston Maurward 
college are helping to redesign the defunct bowling 
green in the Borough Gardens. 

The year-long project was initiated last spring by the 
Friends of Borough Gardens who contacted Dorset 
Wildlife Trust which suggested a grass free lawn. 

Since then the project has been adopted by the 
mayor, Councillor Peter Mann and hundreds of local 
people have started growing squares of suitable plants 
which will be put together at Easter. 

Around 20 low growing species have been selected 
for the project which are reckoned to be 50 times more 
effective to pollinators - bees and butterflies - than a 
more traditional wildflower meadow. 

Kingston Maurward part-time garden design stu¬ 
dents and tutor Michelle Brown were approached in 
October and tasked with the design, a challenge they 
embraced, despite having only been studying garden 
design for two months. Level 1 Diploma students are 
also integral to the project along with other local ed¬ 
ucational establishments, growing plug plants (small 
seedling plants) for the lawn mats. 

In a prizegiving ceremony at the college to mark the 
end of the competition, the winning ammonite-in¬ 
spired design came from Alison Blakeway, with run¬ 
ners up: Vicky Saines, Stella Welch and Bridget 
Foster. 

Winner Alison said: “I’m delighted to win. 

“It was really good to work on such an interesting 
project and a complete change from what I’m used to. 

“I did the five week introduction course and enjoyed 
it so much that I decided to do the year-long course 
afterwards.” 

Mayor Peter Mann said: “Thank you to you all from 
Dorchester Town Council. I can hardly believe you 
are within twelve weeks of starting this course.

“We are bowled over by the sheer amount of think¬ 
ing that went into the project.” 

The project was funded by a grant provided by the 
Stanley Smith Horticulture Trust which provided seed 
trays, compost and plug plants and Dorset County 
Council will supply signage for the new gardens. 

On Easter Monday, April 6th, the lawn mats will be 
planted in the gardens with the event being supported 
by the Bumble Bee Trust, Dorset Bee Keepers Asso¬ 
ciation and Butterfly Conservation. 

Project manager, Dorset Wildlife Trust Community 
Conservation Officer, Joy Wallis, said: “I am really, 
really impressed with what was submitted. 

“The designs showed a real sense of heritage: the 
gardens, the town and its history were all considered. 
The students should be very proud.”

Drink-drive campaign works 
with decline in prosecutions 


POLICE pulled over 
41% fewer drivers for 
breath tests in Decem¬ 
ber compared with the 
same period in 2013. 

Only 1086 breath tests 
were carried out by of¬ 
ficers, compared to 
1848 during the same 
time the previous year. 

A total of 68 of those 
breath tests were posi¬ 
tive of whom 35 people 
were charged. 

As in previous years, 
our Christmas drink- 
drive campaign saw of¬ 
ficers breathalysing all 
drivers involved in col¬ 
lisions, stopped while 
committing a moving 
road traffic offence and 
anyone suspected of 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. The 
Road Traffic Act does 
not permit random 
breath testing. 

In total 371 breath 
tests were carried out 
following collisions, of 
these 20 were positive 
or the individual re¬ 
fused or failed to pro¬ 
vide a sample. In 2013, 
430 breath tests were 
carried out following 


collisions. 

Dorset Police also fo¬ 
cused activity on target¬ 
ing known drink- 
drivers from intelli¬ 
gence or in response to 
information received 
from the public. 

A total of 88 people 
were arrested during the 
campaign compared to 
108 in December 2013, 
down. 

This year anyone 
charged with a drink or 
drug driving-related of¬ 
fence in Dorset during 
the campaign had their 
name and court appear¬ 
ance details released to 
the media. 

Inspector Matt Butler, 
of Dorset Police’s Traf¬ 
fic Unit, said: “This 
campaign saw officers 
targeting known sus¬ 
pected drink drivers fol¬ 
lowing information 
handed to us by the 
public. 

“I am disappointed 
that there are still some 
motorists in Dorset who 
think they are above the 
law and are willing to 
risk driving cars or 
bikes after drinking. 


“There are many con¬ 
sequences of drink-dri¬ 
ving. You risk being 
caught by the police, 
appearing in court and 
losing your licence. 
You risk being involved 
in a collision which 
could result in serious 
or even fatal injuries. 
You also put innocent 
lives at risk.” 

If someone is caught 
drink driving, they will 
face a minimum 12 
month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to 
six months in prison 
and a fine of up to 
£5,000. 

Inspector Butler con¬ 
tinued: “I urge anyone 
who suspects someone 
is driving under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol or 
drugs to call 999 imme¬ 
diately so police can in¬ 
tercept.” 

“I would like to thank 
all those members of 
the public who took the 
time to call us with de¬ 
tails of suspected drink 
or drug drivers. 

Their information is 
invaluable.

DCCI gives cautious welcome 
to economic survey results 


BUSINESSES in 
Dorset are being urged 
to set their sights be¬ 
yond the general elec¬ 
tion as the results of a 
new economic survey 
are released. 

The latest quarterly 
study from the British 
Chambers of Com¬ 
merce (BCC) showed 
the economy shrugging 
off signs of a slow¬ 
down with improve¬ 
ments in exports, 
manufacturing, and 
services.

Ian said: "The results 
of this survey are an¬ 
other reason for busi¬ 
nesses in Dorset to be 
optimistic although we

The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the em¬ 
peror of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this de¬ 
cree because he thought that married men made 
bad soldiers since they were reluctant to be torn 
away from their families in the case of war. Claudius 
had also outlawed Christianity in this time period 



because he wished to be praised as the one 
supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period of op¬ 
pression. Valentine thought that the decrees of 
Rome were wrong. He believed that people should 
be free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited 
the young couples of the area to come to him. When 
they came, Valentine secretly performed services of 
matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought 
before the emperor. The emperor saw that Valentine 
had conviction and drive that was unsurpassed 
among his men. Claudius tried and tried to per¬ 
suade Valentine to leave Christianity, serve the 
Roman empire and the Roman gods. In exchange, 
Claudius would pardon him and make him one of 
his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith and did not 
renounce Christ. Because of this, the emperor sen¬ 
tenced him to a three-part execution. First, Valentine 
would be beaten, then stoned, and then finally, de¬ 
capitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be car¬ 
ried out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's daugh¬ 
ter, the blind Asterius. During the course of 
Valentine's prison stay, a miracle occurred and As¬ 
terius regained her sight. Valentine sent her a final 
farewell note. He signed his last note, "From Your 
Valentine." Even today, this message remains as the 
motto for our Valentine's Day celebrations.

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Mdst of you know that ‘Valentine's Day b supposed 
to be a day to declare your love. 

It is the holiday that sells the most greeting cards with the exception of Christmas 
and it is also a holiday where gifts of chocolates and flowers are freely and not so 
freely given as tokens of affection. 

Here are a few facts about Valentine's day you may not know. 


1. In reality, there were actually 3 St. Valentine's. One was a priest, 
one a bishop and one little is known about except he was a mar¬ 
tyr. The stories of the priest's and bishop's martyrdom are so 
closely related it is difficult to tell which St. Valentine the Holiday 
is named after. 

2. According to legend it was St. Valentine himself who sent the 
first valentine in the form of a letter to his jailer's blind daughter 
with whom he had fallen in love. Just before he was put to death 
at the hands of King Claudius II for marrying the kings soldiers 
without the king's permission he penned a note to his love and 
signed it: From your Valentine. 

3. It is believed that a mount Holyoke college student by the 
name of Ester Howland created the first lace valentine in the 
United States from lace, ribbon and colourful pictures. She has 
become known as the Mother of the Valentine. 

4. Teachers receive more Valentine cards than anyone else, even 
children. 

5. More than 650 million valentine cards are exchanged by chil¬ 
dren from ages 6-10 each year. Most of these cards are bought in 
the last 6 days leading up to Valentine's day. 


6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy receives more than 1000 
Valentine's addressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. It really is amazing 
how much affection a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on Valen¬ 
tine's day she would end up getting married to a sailor. If a sparrow 
was the bird she saw she would end up marrying a man that was 
poor and live a happy life, if she saw a goldfinch then she was to 
marry a man that was a millionaire. One can only wonder who she 
would marry if she saw a crow. 

8. In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the 
killing of members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran in Chicago 
on Valentines Day. Authorities were unable to find any real evi¬ 
dence to tie Capone to the crime and he was never arrested or 
tried for the murder of these seven men. Instead he served his 
time for tax evasion. 

9. More than 9 million pet owners buy gifts for their pets for Valen¬ 
tine's day. Now that is what can be called real puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the women in the United States 
who receive flowers for Valentine's day send them to themselves. 
There are no figures that tell how many of these women are mar¬ 
ried, single or in a relationship. 
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Homantic rose cupcakes 

Ingredients 

150ml pot natural yogurt • 3 eggs, beaten 
1 tsp vanilla extract • 175g golden caster sugar 
140g self-raising flour • 1 tsp baking powder 
lOOg ground almonds • 175g unsalted butter, 
melted • For the white chocolate frosting 
lOOg white chocolate • 140g unsalted butter 
140g icing sugar 

ingredients 

1. Line a 12-hole muffin tin with paper cases and heat oven to 190C/fan 170C/gas 5. In a 
jug, mix the yogurt, eggs and vanilla extract. Put the dry ingredients, plus a pinch of salt, 
into a large bowl and make a well in the middle. 

2. Add the yogurty mix and melted butter, and quickly fold in with a spatula or metal spoon 
- don't overwork it. Spoon into the cases (they will be quite full) and bake for 18-20 mins 
or until golden, risen and springy to the touch. Cool for a few mins, then lift the cakes onto 
a wire rack to cool completely. Keep in an airtight container for up to 3 days or freeze as soon 
as possible. 

3. White chocolate frosting: Melt the chocolate in the microwave on High for 1% mins, stirring 
halfway. Leave to cool. Beat the butter and icing sugar in a large bowl until creamy. Beat in 
the chocolate. Cover and chill for up to one month. 

^.Up to 48 hrs before serving (or the day before if it's really hot), bring the frosting back to 
room temperature, then spread over the cakes. Put the ribbon around the cakes now if you 
like, tying or glueing in place. Keep cool, out of direct sunlight. 



Salted caramel choc pob 

Ingredients 

4 tbsp dulce de leche or canned caramel 
Vi tsp sea salt, plus extra to serve 
85g each milk and dark chocolate, 
broken into squares 
1-2 long, thin, plain grissini 
2 tbsp demerara sugar 
100ml double cream, at room temperature 
50ml milk 

ingredients 

1. Mix the caramel with the salt, divide between 2 small glasses and chill. 

2. Melt the chocolates together in a glass bowl set over a pan of barely simmering water. 
Snap the grissini into short lengths, then dip each end into the chocolate to coat a little. Sit 
on a wire rack for the chocolate to drip and set a little, then dip the chocolate ends into the 
sugar to coat. Sit in an airtight container lined with baking parchment and chill to set until 
ready to serve. 

3.Stir the double cream and milk into the remaining melted chocolate until smooth, then 
scrape into a jug. Slowly pour on top of the caramel, around the edges first. Chill the pots 
for at least 2 hrs, or up to 24 hrs. 

^.To serve, scatter a little more sea salt on top of each pot, then add one ortwo sugar-tipped 
grissini.

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Myth-Busting "Sober Up'E-Learning Resource 
Launched To Raise Awareness On Dangers Of 
Drink And Drug-Driving 


BRAKE, the road safety charity, has pro¬ 
duced a free interactive e-learning resource 
to bust myths around drink and drug driv¬ 
ing and convey the horrendous risks, par¬ 
ticularly geared at young people.'Sober up', 
developed in partnership with Hitachi Cap¬ 
ital Driving Instructor Solutions, can be 
used by anyone who works with young 
people or drivers, including: driving in¬ 
structors; teachers; youth workers; commu¬ 
nity leaders; employers; and emergency 
services and road safety professionals. 

With young people much more likely to 
be involved in a drink or drug-drive crash, 
educational initiatives can be life-saving.

NEW Dorchester Town manager Mark 
Jermyn was confident his new charges 
would see the County town avoid relega¬ 
tion this season despite going down 2-1 at 
Truro City on Saturday.

Smith was involved in a lot of the play 
early on as the Magpies lay siege to the 


Truro goal, and they had a penalty appeal 
turned down when Ben Watson appeared 
to be pushed over by the trailing Rob 
Farkins, but referee Andrew Turner waived 
away the appeals. 

Jack Odam had a great chance to give the 
Magpies the lead they so richly deserved 
just after the break after collecting Jamie 
Gleeson's through ball and rounding 
keeper Charlie Burns, but having been 
driven wide, he lobbed his effort wide. 

SteveTully's decision to make two substi¬ 
tutions at the interval paid off in the 56th 
minute when Isaac Vassell pounced on a 
mistake by Jermyn to cross for sub Les Afful 
to score from close range. 

Undeterred, Dorchester continued to cre¬ 
ate chances, but conceded a second on 74 
minutes when Vassell helped on Afful's 
cross for the other sub Shane Krac to fire 
home from the edge of the box.

bench to set up a lively finale, and in added 
time Walker almost got the equaliser 
Dorchester deserved, but his shot from the 
edge of the box hit the outside of the post. 

Jermyn said: "I spoke to the boys at train¬ 
ing on Tuesday and explained what I ex¬ 
pected from them and on Thursday we did 
some shape and pattern of play work and 
set out our game plan for Truro, and it 
worked ever so well. 

"I think in total we had 12 corners in the 
first half, with seven of those in five min¬ 
utes, and it was literally all us. 

Costly errors 

"Such was our dominance that Truro 
changed their shape after ten minutes to 
accommodate the way we were playing. 

"Their manager Steve Tully told me after¬ 
wards he was very impressed and surprised 
by us. 


"Unfortunately there were some individ¬ 
ual mistakes made; me being the culprit for 
the first goal; but unfortunately it was one 
of those days. I can't think of too many 
times over my career where I have given a 
goal away like that. 

He added: "However the boys were mag¬ 
nificent. Some people are hoping that I can 
come in and give the lads a lift, but on Sat¬ 
urday it was them that got me through. 

"It's all credit to them, they put in an in¬ 
credible performance and everyone, in¬ 
cluding a number of theTruro staff, agreed 
you wouldn't have known which team was 
top or bottom of the league.
